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By strict adherence to the principle behind such conditions, not only 
individual classes, but entire shows would be provided for everybody, 
It works for children in small junior shows, why not for grown ups 
with small time ambitions, ride-your-own horses and no place but 
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KEEP IT SMALL 

Nowadays with the complexities of daily living which extends 
into every form of activity, even into that of sport, those who run 
sporting fixtures such as horse shows, might well look towards the 
advantages of a simplified program in their effort to attract and 
interest more entries and exhibitors. Human nature being what it 
is, the tendency is ever towards expansion, bigger shows, more exhibi- 
tors and better entries. This is duplicated every year as new secre- 
taries expend their energies to further their programs. At long last 
the original concept of the show is lost sight of in the general push 
towards bigger and better events. When this occurs often, those 
who were the first exponents of the show lose interest for they were 
not originally exhibiting for a large, commercialized program, but a 
small local cooperative effort in which they were showing horses and 
riding them for fun and not for an extravaganza. 

Recently two horsemen, Mr. and Mrs. Shoemaker, decided with 
some of their friends to have a show. A ring was put up in back of 
a barn, there were no prize lists, no rules, the ribbons being the only 
expense. Entry fees were $1.00 and a hat was passed for those who 
felt like contributing. Needless to say, the show was an immense 
success, the hat was well filled by 500 spectators and plans are under 
way for a bigger and better show next year. The question is—will 
the Shoemakers be able to resist the temptation to make it so much 
bigger and so much better that it will lose its appeal to the initial 500 
who put it over this time? _ 

The big problem and it is not one that can always be blamed on 
over zealous committees, is the advent of the big stable touring the 
country in search of fame and glory. It can hardly be looking for 
large returns for the big stable is usually well financed by amateur 
owners who enjoy making the circuits to watch their horses perform. 
Their owners are quite prepared to stand a financial loss. The big 
stakes classes offered at all the big shows nowadays act as an induce- 
ment to help make the picture more attractive. However, when 
entry fees and shipping costs, to say nothing of the original purchase 
cost, and annual stabling are added, there can be no financial induce- 
ment to the big time show stable. Instead it is a sporting gesture by 
those who like horses and like to win. ' 

For the small, struggling show secretary, this big stable some- 
times seems a mecca, a plum for the picking. In reality it is and can 
be too rich for the small show’s blood. Invariably the big stable will 
go off with the major awards and the result is a rather dismaying loss 
of local exhibitors next year. The ambitious tyro will not take heed 
of the warning when next year he adds up his entries, but will en- 
courage his big stable back. Then, to fill up his list, he will bring in 
yet another big stable by selling it on the attractiveness of the small 
show and the fact that so and so was there last year and won the 
championship. This challenge is often sufficient to bring four or five 
large stables and all at once the show 1s no longer a little, local affair 
for the horsemen in the vicinity but a training ground for big stables 
who want a soft spot in which to school their horses and the chance 
for a few more ribbons. 

Woe betide the small show when the big stables pull out. The 
local fellows have lost interest, sold their horses or taken to some 
other sport. There is nothing left unless they build up once more, 
starting with the children and educating them to the fun of a small 
show. Can the natural enthusiasm of secretaries and chairmen to get 
the big names be curbed for the sake of developing and nurturing a 
good ground swell of local horsemen? Can these small shows like 
the Shoemakers’ be protected and if so, how? 

The principal method is to remind the big stable that they should 
leave their top horses and their professional riders at home when 
they go to the small circuits as a matter of sportsmanship. The 
second method is a series of conditions for small shows, so written as 
to keep the big time fellows where they belong. These classes for 
small shows should be written for novice or maiden horses and riders, 
those who have never won at Class A and B shows. Such limit class- 
es already exist in junior equitation and in some open classes but are 
not too prevalent in hunter competition. 

An interesting set of conditions might well be presented by the 
American Horse Shows Association for small shows to be known as 
maiden, novice, limit and open classes for horses and riders, limited 
strictly to horses and riders that have not won at Class A and B shows.

Pedigree of Saranac ’Cap Victor Golden Gloves 
Holds Special Personal Interest For Scribe 





Joe H. Palmer 


In the Shevlin Stakes at Aque- 
duct, Mrs. Ben Whitaker’s Hitex 
looked like a winner into the last 
few yards, and he was then run down 
by Golden Gloves and Quiet Step, 
finishing third. He was giving Gold- 
en Gloves one pound. On July 26, 
a bit more than a month later, he 
was asked in the Saranac Handicap 
to give Golden Gloves four pounds. 
Between the races Hitex had beaten 
Tom Fool at seven furlongs, and had 
been soundly trounced in the Dwyer 
by Blue Man, and Golden Gloves had 
lost three races, including the Dwy- 
er, in which he was third, three 
lengths behind Hitex. 

If you take a line off the Shevlin, 
Golden Gloves, with the four-pound 
shift, had to win the Saranac. In 
the weights in the Dwyer, Golden 
Gloves had 118 pounds, Hitex 114. 
So there was an eight-pound shift 
in the Saranac weights, and again 
Golden Gloves had to win. At the 
finish of the Saranac Golden Gloves, 
at $12.70, was a head in front of 
Hitex, which was the 9-10 favorite. 
It-seemed to this observer to prove 
that Jack Campbell knew what he 
was doing, and that the Saratoga-at- 
Jamaica patrons didn’t, no real 
cause for getting out a special edi- 
tion. 

Golden Gloves, which seems to 
me a nice horse but nothing more, 
is by *Isolater, which wouldn’t sug- 
gest speed, but he has it, running 
well up in all his races for the early 
furlongs, regardless of where he 
finishes at the end. He was not of 
much use at two, failing to win in 
his seven starts, though he was plac- 
el in four of them. This year he 
has won six of 20 tries, including 
two stakes, and with $16,600 in the 
Saranac has won $64,575. 

His pedigree interests me for 
what I suppose are only personal 
reasons. The dam is Valse d’Or, a 
winner which has no other foal. But 
the second dam is Valse, which was 
a 3-year-old in 1936, and not an 
especially good one, either. The re- 
cord shows that she finished third 
in the Alabama Stakes of that year, 
but it would have been difficult not 
to, since there were only three fil- 
lies in the race. (This is an item 
which sales catalogues, in fairness 
to buyers, ought to notice; third of 
three isn’t quite the same as just 
third.) But in the doing, she won me 
a bet, and I have been interested in 
her descendants since. 

Against reason, form, and percent- 
age, this department had bet on 
Floradora in the Alabama Stakes, 
having inveigled a book (there were 
legitimate books in those days) in- 
to giving me 11 to 10 on what clos- 
ed as a 9-to-10 favorite. The compe- 
tition was to come from High Fleet, 
which had won the C. C. A. Oaks and 
was the best of the year. Floradora 
never saw the day that she was bet- 
ter than High Fleet, but the latter 
set out to race against Valse. In six 
furlongs they were both exhausted, 
and Floradora galloped over them 
to win by four lengths. 

Now we get to the bread-on-the- 
waters motif. Valse went to the 
stud and produced a daughter nam- 
ed Vienna, by Menow. In the Ala- 
bama Stakes of 1944 Vienna went 
up against tougher opposition than 
her dam had had, nothing less that 
Calumet Farm’s celebrated Twilight 
Tear, which went into the race with 
11 straight victories behind her, also 
including the C. C. A. Oaks. Twi- 


light Tear went away at 1 to 20. 


but like High Fleet, she went away 
with the wrong filly. She used up six 
furlongs killing off Thread o’ Gold, 
and while she accomplished this, it 
was at such a cost that she was a 
sitting duck for Vienna, which came 


blazing down to win by three-fourths: 


of a length. 


So the antithesis was neat eno- 
ugh. Valse had thrown herself away 
to beat the best 3-year-old filly 
of her year in the Alabama, and her 
daughter profited in the same race 
by the same tactics. Unfortunately 
Golden Gloves can’t be run in the 
Alabama this year, owing to a vag- 
ary of nature. 

Hitex, whose rider claimed a foul 
which was not allowed and which 
apparently did not happen, has been 
having a hard season, though with 
earnings of $34,415 this year he 
cannot be said to be exactly wasting 
his time. But this was the third 
Stakes he hag been placed in, and he 
was fourth in the first Experimental. 
He has not yet won one, however. 


His family is an example of how 


important it is to start with—or to 
luck into—a good broodmare. One 
of the earlier horses owned by Ben 
Whitaker was Albania, a *Bull Dog 
filly which won six races before she 
went into the stud. She gave him 
his first stakes horse, Chief Barker, 
and from her have descended My 
Request, Carolyn A., and this year’s 
prominent 2-year-old, Tahitian King. 
Hitex is a grandson, his dam being 
Qbania, by Questionnaire—Albania. 
Questionnaire was another logical 
choice, another of the best of the 
Whitaker horses being his son, Re- 





quested, sire of My Request and 
Miss Request.

With the running of the Aqueduct 
Spring Maiden ’Chase on July 10, 
the spring ‘chasing season was com- 
pleted—a season that had offered 17 
stakes races for the infield perfor- 
mers and 11 jumpers added these 
titles to their records. 

Six of these events were won by 
imported horses, proving the power- 
ful influence of foreign blood on our 
infield sport—-2 were won by horses 
by imported sires, while the remain- 
ing 9 races went to horses that were 
by sires that had been foaled, raised 
and raced in this country. 

The 13-year-old chestnut mare 
Claddagh has the honor of being the 
dam of the leading money winning 
‘chaser through the efforts of The 
Mast, by Annapolis. This gelding 
earned $28,750 in lst money and the 
Meadow Brook, Gwathmey, and Geo- 
rgetown ’Chase ’Caps in titles. 

Claddagh, an unraced daughter of 
*Alcazar—Mordin, by Drinmore, is 
also the dam of the winners Anna 
Hannigan and Rescue. *Alcazar, an 
outstanding cup horse in England, 
has his greatest claim to fame in 
the brilliant runner and now suc- 
cessful sire Apache. 

Some few of the older hunt meet- 
ing set may recall the name of Drin- 
more as a sire. For it was he that 
sired the well known hunt meeting 
horses Crooked Wood and Drinmore 
Lad. 

On the combination of bloodlines 
which the sire and dam of The Mast 
contributed, it is not surprising to 
find him an outstanding ’chaser. 

Jam, an aptly named son of Im- 
pound—Cherry Orchard, by Display, 
won $21,325 in Ist money and the 
International, C. L. Appleton, and 
Indian River Chase Caps to take 2nd 
place in this monetary line-up. 

Cherry Orchard, a brown mare by 
Display——Cherry Court, by Black 
Jester produced 8 foals before she 
got around to Jam, her largest 
money winner. She had been a win- 
ner at 2 during her racing days and 
was a half-sister to the stakes win- 
ners Black Friar and Cherry Time, 
as well as being a near relative of 
Supremist, dam of the stakes class 
Supermont and Surosa. 

Display got, among his stakes win- 
ners, the ’chaser Driver, which ac- 
counted for the Harbor Hill ’Chase, 
and his son Discovery got Columbus, 
stakes winner over fences in 1951. 
Then when you consider that Dis- 
play is by Fair Play, and that this 
is the line of Man o’War and his kin, 
it is no wonder that Jam is making 
good in the infield. 

Felcarte holds down 8rd place in 
this matron marathon by the efforts 
of her son *Clive of India, by Turk- 
ham, which won $15,475 in the New 
York Turf Writers Cup and the For- 
bet Hurdle Cap. 

Felcarte a brown mare by Fel- 
stead—Carte, by Tetratema, placed 
at 2 years in her native land of Eng- 
land and before *Clive of India, she 
produced the stakes winner Foxilia. 


Felstead has been the sire of numer- 
ous ’chasing winners in England and 
Tetratema is well known here as the 
sire of the late *Gino, which got a 
large number of outstanding jump- 
ers, not the least of which is The 
Heir, Genancoke, and American Way. 
Add to this the combination of jump- 
ing blood in.the mare, the ability 
of Turkham to get jumpers and you 
have a fine ’chaser in this English 
import, *Clive of India. 

$14,300 was the amount won by 
*Fracas, by Mehemet Ali (sire of 
winners over hurdles in England) 
in the Belmont Spring Maiden and 
Tom Roby ’Chase Caps. His dam, 
the winning bay mare Friponne, by 
Priori—Fofolle, by *Negofol, pro- 
duced 3 foals before him-——namely 
the producer Vive La France and the 
winners Faux and Fripe. 

Vagrancy was a classic winner 
while racing and produced the great 
race horse on the English _ turf, 
Black Tarquin, which incidently was 
her first foal. Her 3rd foal was Hy- 
vania, by *Hypnotist I], which won 
the Amagansett Hurdle ’Cap worth 
$5,925. 

Hyvania’s 2nd dam is by Man o’ 
War, whose jumpers have been leg- 
ion, topped off with such outstand- 
ing fencers as Annapolis, Battleship, 
and Blockade. 

Vito, which placed at 2, is the 
dam of *Coup-de-Vite, by Coup-de- 
Lyon, which accounted for the Bel- 
mont National Maiden Hurdle at a 
value of $5,600. Vito is by Morland 
—Equipage, by Diligence, he in turn 
being by Hurry On, back to Marcovil. 
Well, Marcovil is the sire of My 
Prince, which sired four English 
Grand National winners and the top 
*chasers Easter Hero and Prince Re- 
gent. Morland himself was an able 
sire of jumpers, as has been Coup- 
de-Lyon. 

Sun Rouge produced the Hitchock 
’Chase victor in Hot and his win- 
ning effort upped his earnings by 
$7,800. This bay mare, which rac- 
ed unplaced at 2, is by *Sun Briar— 
Baton Rouge, by Man o’War, and 
this combination of bloodlines, with 
that of Teufel, augers well for jump- 
ing and staying ability. 

When Pova was 14-years-old she 
foaled her best horse to date, that 
being the bay horse, Navy Gun, by 
Battleship. This fellow accounted 
for the Corinthian ’chase and receiv- 
ed $6,300 for his labors in this 
event. On the race course, Pova 
(Marvex (Eng.)——*Ponova, by Pom- 
mern) won at 2 and then in the stud 
produced the winners Gayova, Grano 
Saltis, Lanova, and Squadron Girl. 

The Delaware Spring Maiden and 
the money involved went to Gerry- 
mander, a Challedon—Ellen H. pro- 
duct. Ellen H., by Display——Beacon 
by *Wrack was a winner of 6 races 
at 2 and 3, and also produced the 
winners Han and High Conquest be- 
fore Gerrymander.

Racing Notes 





Flood of Releases Will Not Give 
Racing A Good Press 





Easy Mark 


Although we have never met or 
cultivated any press agents or public 
relations men, we occasionally get 
to thinking about this breed of hu- 
mans who keep the mimeograph 
paper manufacturers prosperous and 
happy. Since we have been receiv- 
ing releases for a good many years 
and there are a lot of things that 
make a fellow who sits behind a 
desk day after day wonder, and even 
sometimes get a chance to think 
about, and these publicity men are 
beginning to intrigue us. 

For instance we wonder just how 
big a stack of paper a man would 
own if somebody gave him all the 
releases sent out in this country dur- 
ing one month, which no one gets 
a glimpse of except the unfortunate 
man at the desk whose job it is to 
open the mail. Another thing that 
puzzles us is, just how many public 
relations or publicity men there are 
in this country and what their ratio 
is to the number of publications? 
However, as we are concerned only 
with those publicists connected with 
racing and breeding or other horse 
activities, we realize that our know- 
ledge on this subject is very scant, 
but we have learned a few things 
that might be of interest. 

The volume of mimeographed pub- 
licity releases which reach our desk 
sometimes astound even a dullard 
like ourselves. Recently we decid- 
ed to place all these literary efforts 
sent out by “drum beaters” into a 
wire basket and at the end of a week 
count them. We had a grand total 
of 104 long pages of foolscap in that 
unsuspecting basket. Usually it is 
our custom to give these items a 
“onee over lightly’? to make sure 
that the unexpected does not over- 
come us. For once in a blue moon 
you run across one that is really 
worth publication. When this hap- 
pens our faith and trust in publicists 
gets a big shot in the arm, but this 
comes so seldom that our pride in 
the art of public relations is usually 
at a very low ebb. This never strikes 
us as the right frame of mind as we 
like to feel that our work is in some 
measure related to that of the muti- 
lators of multigraph machines and 
mimeograph paper. It is a hopeless 
situation and sometimes gives us 
quite a nightmare. 

Especially is this true when some 
104 odd sheets of white paper with 
double spaced typing on them have 
been read carefully to see just what 
the boys who are our left-handed re- 
latives, so to speak, have to offer. 
The only conclusion that we could 
come to was to take out the few good 
releases and give the person or 
persons who prepared them a com- 
mendation. As for the others, we 
figured that the best publishment 
that could be devised would be that 
of saving their releases for one year 
and making them read every one of 
them daily. Just saving them would 
be plenty of punishment for the staff 
of any publication. If after a year 
of reading one’s own literary efforts, 
a publicity man did not mend his 
ways then the case could be classed 
as hopeless. 

Too many releases read just as 
though somebody dictated them 
while he was thinking of something 
more pleasant to do. Sometimes 
you pick one up that starts out with 
a bang and just about the time you 
have decided to use it you detect a 
gross error in the breeding, owner- 
ship or something else to do with a 
horse. Then it is ‘‘file 13” for that 
one and the waste paper basket be- 
gins to groan some more. After all 
you haven’t got time to check all 
the rest of the facts in the story. 
Everybody makes mistakes but when 
you find a number on one sheet of 
paper, which is supposed to have 
been gotten out with a lot of pains, 
you take a pretty dim view of mimeo- 
graph compositions. Others keep 
repeating themselves so much that 
the nausea they evict does not do 
your digestion a bit of good, if they 
haven’t caused ulcers already. 

It seems that if a horse gets a 
good write-up in the early part of 


the year due to his winning efforts 
in Florida, California, or Louisiana, 
that publicity men at all of the 
tracks where he later appears give 
out the same stories ad infinitum. 
Our’ pet peeve however, is that guy 
who sends you 4 or 5 pages of drivel 
and kindly puts a note on it to send 
him a clipping if this material is 
used. If this isn’t grade A cheek, we 
don’t know what the word means. 
Working free advertising into copy 
is another favorite trick of the ‘‘get 
the free space boys’’. Many is the 
time they ruin a good story by trying 
to stuff it with date and time plugs 
for their special events. Sometimes 
the date of the event is worked into 
the copy 5 times and if the man at 
the desk wants to use it, he has to 
rewrite it in order not to bore or 
offend the subscribers. 


For years it has been the cry of 
racing that they need a better press. 
Yet it doesn’t seem good logic to 
us for, the sport to be striving for a 
better press if its own publicists are 


so lacking in perspective. 

One major motive seems to domin- 
ate the gentlemen of publicity and 
that is to get as much preview mater- 
ial into papers as they possibly can, 
but not one thought is given to get- 
ting on the spot news to the vari- 
ous publications. Men who are con- 
nected with small county or daily 
newspapers will readily tell you 
that invariably they will receive 
numerous preview releases on some 
event, but for the actual on the spot 
news they may have to rely on a 
little press bureau item. Wouldn’t 
better public relations be achieved 
for the tracks and for racing by 
sending out on the spot news cover- 
age on big stakes events to small 
newspapers which cannot afford to 
send correspondents to the events, 
than by bombarding these same 
newspapers with preview releases 
and nothing on what happened? 

A good example can be sited from 
the experience of a hunt meeting en- 
thusiast from one of our eastern 
cities. This man told us that one hunt 
meeting in which he was particularly 
interested, did all right as far as 
the preview puhlicity went. It had 
made the local paper 2 times via 
releases, but that was where it stop- 
ped. It seems because of some busi- 
ness engagement. this gentleman 
could not get to this particular hunt 
meeting and for the next two days 
went through his daily paper, the 
one that carried the two preview

releases, but the results never did 
appear in it. Wouldn’t it be smart- 
er public relations to do a _ short 
summary on the results and forward 
the same to all the newspapers on 
the publicist’s list to make sure that 
they carried the results? 

Racing will get a better press 
when its public relations men broad- 
en their scope by setting their sights 
further than on the narrow alley of 
getting preview publicity. Most news- 
papers are wary of professional 
sports promoters in this country 
anyway, since they figure that they 
provide these promoters with mil- 
lions of dollars of publicity without 
being a bit sure whether it shows 
up in black or red ink at the end of 
a fiscal year.

Hyvania’s Antics Result In The Ocean Purse 
Going To Happy Hill Farm’s Marcheast

The second week of Monmouth 
Park’s hurdle racing session was 
climaxed on Friday July 25, with 


the Ocean Purse, a 1 3-4 mile allow- 
ance test, which serves as a prep 
for the $10,000 added Midsummer 
Handicap on Friday, August 1. 
Although Mrs. G. H. Bostwick’s 
Hyvania displayed his fitness for

Marcheast, represent- 
ing the Happy Hill Farm, benefited 
by the stewards’ decision and was 
moved from second to first, while 
Mrs. Bostwick’s hurdler was placed 
second. 

Handled by the apprentice rider, 
Warren Lane, Hyvania went to the 
front soon after the start. When 
he opened up a considerable lead 
the gelding went to loafing and was 
all over the course until he heard 
his field approaching, as the closest 
contender, Marcheast, got near, Hy- 
vania would move away. 

On entering the stretch he again 
permitted Marcheast to range along 
side of him and bumped the gelding 
in a successful effort to get to the 
front. Hyvania cleared the final 
hurdle some three lengths in front 
of his nemesis and coasted under the 
wire with a 3 1-2 gap to his advant- 
age. F. Ambrose Clark’s Lone Fish- 
erman finished third, some 12 
lengths behind Marcheast. Hyvania’s 
time for the 1 3-4 trip over 10 hurd- 
les was 3:20 1-5. 

On returning to the scales, Jockey 
A. P. “Paddy”? Smithwick, March- 
east’s rider, lodged a claim of foul 
on the winner. Following a review 
of the film, the stewards allowed the 
claim and reversed the order of the 
first two horses. Both Hyvania and 
Marcheast are eligible for the Mid- 
summer Hurdle Handicap. The dis- 
qualification was the first register- 
ed for hurdle campaigners, since 
the sport was introduced at Mon- 
mouth Park last year.

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Suggestions Offered To Handle Time Factor 
In Judging Conformation Hunters

The Spanish Riding School, the 
Royal Mounties, Holland Furnace or 
Curtis Candy pony hitches, or any 
such exhibitions, are certainly an 
added attraction for the “one day” 
spectators at a horse show. How- 
ever, is it enough to entertain them 
at one point in the show while they 
are faced with boredom during 
several classes when everything ap- 
pears to stop while the judges judge 
conformation in the hunter divis- 
ion? 

There is no such delay in the open 
jumping classes as the scoring set- 
tles the case without further ado. 
Added to this is the fact that the 
spectators can do their own scoring 
and feel that they have a little “‘say” 
when the final ribbons are pinned. 
In the working hunter ranks, con- 
formation is not a factor and thus 
the performances play the outstand- 
ing part in such classes. 

A real hunting hunter is judged 
on his performances; a good look- 
i.g, bad jumper, is no good in the 
hunting field. Why not let perfor- 
mance be foremost in the show ring? 
As has been quoted in The Chronicle 
before, one of the best horsemen 
in this country once said, “I would 
rather ride performance around the 
ring instead of conformation” 

The time element in judging con- 
formation hunter classes cannot be 
overlooked. Some shows schedule 
so many classes that it is impossible

to complete the list when so much 
time is used while the judges again 
look over the horses which they 
have pinned in several previous 
classes. Perhaps a solution would be 
to have the judges call in 8 or 10 
horses on their performances; line 
them up according to performance 
and then follow the instructions of 
the class as to whether conforma- 
tion shall count 60 percent or 40 
percent. In some cases the 60 per- 
cent will not send the really out- 
standing performance to the top but 
if the horses have gained a spot in 
the final line-up by virtue of their 
rounds, then the final analysis can- 
not be too far wrong. 

When a conformation hunter event 
draws some 30 to 40 entries, it is a 
staggering job for the judges to go 
down that long line of horses, check- 
ing the horses which they want bro- 
ught out for the final judging. This 
then 
the new line is given a going over. 
This may even produce another new 
line which in turn is judged before 
the announcer finally gives the re- 
sults. While this is going on, the 
spectators sit and sit and sit. 

If the spectators would become 
schooled to the procedure of bringing 
in only 8 or 10 of the horses with 
the best performances, they would 
soon follow the rounds more closely 


to try to settle for themselves which ' 


horses would be called back into the 
ring. When they are successful in 
following closely enough to have 
their decisions tally closely with that 
of the judges, then progress has been 
made in giving them a feeling of 
participation in the show. 

As for the exhibitors, even though 
a class is a 60-40 event, if a top 
strip horse has not had a good round, 
he cannot be brought into the ring 
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to have his owner or rider make a 
frantic trip to the top of the line to 
be sure the judges see that he is 
right there. A great deal of maneu- 
vering would be eliminated and there 
would be no chance for the scoring 
of a horse’s performance to get 
“Jost” as he is sent up for a ribbon 
just on confoirmation. Unfortunately 
there have been occasions when some 
6 or 7 horses have been lined up and 
everyone anticipates the selection of 
the winners momentarily—b u t— 
suddenly a horse is called from the 


group which has been put on the 
sidelines. Trotting up to the other 


line, his handler is instructed to oc- 
cupy one of the four ribbon posi- 
tions. This brings forth unending 
comments from one and all and the 
judges and the show are fast ap- 
proaching the receipt of disfavor 
from the spectators and exhibitors. 

Maybe another idea would work 
out better than the above. A horse’s 
conformation isn’t going to change 
in the course of a 1-day, 2-day, etc. 
show. His soundness can be effect- 
ed and this should be checked be- 
fore the judges’ cards are signed, 
but his type, quality and substance 
will remain the same. Entries in the 
conformation, green and young hunt- 
er divisions could be brought before 
the judges prior to the first class 
of the show to be judged on confor- 
mation. At this time they would be 


rated and such ratings would not 
change throughout the show. Fol- 
lowing their performances, they 


would come back into the ring and 
the top ones would be lined up ac- 
cording to their rounds. With their 
conformation rating already decid- 
ed, the judges would have this in- 
formation at hand, change the line- 
up in compliance with such ratings 
and the class would be over. 


This is still placing the emphasis 
on performance but over a good, stiff 
outside course, or in the ring, this 
could be a most pleasing factor. Add- 
ed to that would be the fact that 
classes could move along quickly and 
efficiently and not only would the 
spectators be entertained by special 
exhibitions, but they would also see 
show rings in which there was no de- 
laying action which they had no 
interest in.

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MAJ. RUSSELL’S ORDERS 

Major John Russell, who gained 
great prominence for the Prix des 
Nations team of the U. S. Olympic 
Team (Equestrian), by winning the 
Hamburg Derby on Rattler, will not 
return to the United States with the 
members of the team. His orders 
have been issued for him to report to 
the Headquarters of the Kuropean 
Command in Germany-on August 4. 
This will be quite a loss to the team 
as Major Russell was on the U. 8. 
Team which competed at the 3-show 
circuit last year (Pennsylvania Na- 
tional-The National-Royal Winter 
Fair) and went on to Monterey, 
Mexico with the team members. Fol- 
lowing the Olympic Games, 6 of the 
U. §. horses will go to London and 
they will be kept together for their 
return to the States and competition 
in the 3-show circuit. The remainder 
of the horses will leave Helsinki on 
a Finish ship, the S. S. Orrion, on 
August 5 and will arrive in the 
States about August 18. This part 
of the Olympic representation will 
be dissolved and the riders and 
horses returned to their homes. 


BARN DESTROYED 

An early morning fire at Burrland 
Farm near Middleburg, Va. destroy- 
ed a large parn and contents, plus 
two horses on July 29. Richard Car- 
ter, who had 4 horses stabled there, 
had taken 2 horses down to the track 
and just after he and the riders left, 
Farm Manager Emmett Leach dis- 
covered the fire.

May- 
anel was also the dam of Koodoo, 
excellent as an M. F. H. mount, as 
a local steeplechaser and one of the 
best sires of pold and capable hunt- 
ers. After siring some of the best 
horses across country ever to be in 
Michigan, Koodoo went to the U. S. 
Remount where he continued his suc- 
cess as a sire. From there he went to 
West Chester, Pennsylvania and was 
popular until he died a few years 
ago. 

Metamora was the home of Peter 
Hastings and many of his get are 
still hunting the country. Then there 
was Clock Tower whose get never 
were show prospects but were able 
and dependable to ride and jump. 
Today Reno Kandy and Sea Mar- 
riage stand at Metamora and are 
available to all horse breeders. 

This ‘brief background explains 
why the Michigan horse’ group 
thought it proper to offer the new 
trophy at the show.

The track also gives free hospitali- 
zation to injured riders, all expenses 
paid and pays a salary of so much 
a week yntil the rider recovers.

Amazingly 
enough, she didn’t go down but her 
left foreleg was completely snapped 
and she had to be put down.
